| two years? term of imprisonment be- 
lcauso a packet of pepper was found 
on him by the police when he was 
searched following arrest. The pris. 
onet in question had pleaded 
‘* guilty ’’ and his sentence was five 
years’ imprisonment with” ‘hard 
Iabour, while the+ other’ accused 
received a sentence of three years’ 
imprisonment with hard Inbour. " 

Tho first prisoner (the man who 
received the shorter term of impris- 


man forced him to commit the 
crime. The other prisoner pleaded 
“S guilty,” and his'Lordship, taking 
tho first man’s allegation as s plea 
of “not guilty,” ordered the socond 
prisoner to be taken out of “the 
dock until the. trial of No. 1 was 
concluded. 

Prisoners were iieged to sees 
robbed.a Chinese widow, and two 
others, of banglas, earrings, rings, 
and money. 

Mr. H. K. Holmes, who appeared 


on behalf’ of the Crown,. said’ that |’ 


the widow lived'in a matshed on 
the outskirts of Wongneichong 
Villsge, with her son and his wife, 
her ‘daughter and a small child. 
At about one. o'clock on the .morn- 
ing of March 14th, when they were 
asleep, the widow was rouged by 
& noise, dod*saw a man climbing in 
through a hole. The hole should 
have been covered with glass, but 
the glass had not then been put in. 
After climbing in, the man went to 


lthe door which was closed’ and 


opened" it, to atalt three ‘other: 
mea, 

‘One of the, men produced an 
electric torch, and after shining it 
on the widow's face he took bangles 
from her wrists and $95 in’ notes. 
They then proceeded to rob the 
other occupants, during which they 
seized the daughter by the throat 
and pushed her under o bed. 

Referring ‘to the evidence which 
implicated the first prisoner, Mr. 


41 Holmes said the daughter screamed 


“robbers, save life,’ and the men, 
becoming frightened, ran away, but 
were chased ‘by tho son, ‘ They’ split 
up into "two groups, but the son 
closely pursued. the one group. 
who were eventually caught by 
occupants of another matshed who 
had been ‘roused by the noise. The 
two prisoners were’ among that 
group.
